With the past life and record of a prisoner a re- 
formelory hes no punitive business. For this of- 
fens he bas been adjadged. His trial, couviction 
gnd:eutence, werethe adjucication and the pana- 
ishment of his violation of lew; the 
demands of justice was satisfied. in a reformatory 
community, as in any Other, there must be laws 
for ils government, for the protection of personal 
jights, ‘or the promotion of the general aad tadi- 
yd.a: welfare. The puoishments of a rm 4- 
tory should be restricted to infractions ef its own 
laws. it te no part of its business to supplement 
the punisamenis of the courts. doom the of- 
¢encer wss the duty of the magistrate; to rehabiti- 
tate bim is the commission of the reformétory. 

A reformatory should not. shut its prisoner out 
from 8)! intercourse and relation with the world. 
It sbr uld keep him abreast of the world in its right 
progress. While within walls & prisoner cannot 
siaud suil, iu moral, meota' of social posit position.

Afternoon Session. 


At the reassembling of the congress Ganeral 
Brinkerboff took the chair, The subject for 
the first hour was 

THE PRISON CHAPLAIN. 

It was opened by Mr. Spalding, of Maasa- 
cLusetts, who said that the chaplains at‘ the 
Marsachusetts state prisor, at the Concord 
reformatory, and at the Sherborn prison for 
wi men, were required to give their entire at- 
tention to the work. Good salaries were paid 
to these chaplains, at the state prison the sal- 
ay being $2,000. Thereis danger generally 
of chaplains assuming that they have some- 
thing to do with the discipline of the prison. 
Most chaplains belieye in their: work and 
werk hopefully. Occasionally they are skep- 
tical as to the possibilities of doing auy good 
sire the class of people to whom they miin- 

ter. 

Chaplains are not allowed to say anything 
denominational in the prisons. Mach help is 
given by the Catholic priests. who receive no 
p2y from the prison euthorities. 

Rev. George A. Hickox, chap'’ain of the 
Michigen state prisor, preferred to speak ot 
the gereial sulj oct of religi us; 
in: traction in prison thaa of 
the duties and responsibilities of chaplains. 
There is a distinction between moral and re- 

ligious instruction in prison. The proper aim 
looks beyond moral to religious instruction. 
Tre word instruction conveys the idea. It is 
atesching of his need of religion that the 
prisoner wants if he 1s to bs thorongh- 
ly reformed. At the Michigan state 
prison cvery prisoner is given a 
Bible and is requirei to choose 
whether it shall be a Protestant or a Catholic 
Bible. Convict teachers are used in the San- 
day schoo] because teachers from the eutside 
cannot be had. The convict teachers are 


easnest, thorough and satisfactory in every | 


way. During the yellow feverepidemic iu the 
South, when the cry for help reached this 
.1e0n, it was arswerea with a contribution of 
pri:onerr, who wire as cflicient and devoted as 
free men could have been. [Applau-e.] 

Warden Jemes Massie, of Central « prison, 
Toronto, ssid he hada numberof chaplaias, 
end they all worked togetherand in c9-opera: 
tion with him. He annonnced that he would 
speak further on the subject at another time, 

Mrs. J. K. Barney, of Rhode Island, was 
sacked to speak. She. said that for more than 
twenty-five years sho had epent most of every 
Sabbath in prisons. She had seen chaplains 
who had come up to the full measure of their 
daty, while she had seen others who failed. 
Sometimes a chaplain would say that there 
was little hope of helping prisoners. Whon- 
ever she heard such a remaik she felt that the 
chaplain was the man to be prayed for rather 
than the piizoners. [Applause] How can 
any man dare to doubt the good that may 
come of such work when God has promised to 
save unto the uttermost all who come unto 
Bim. Mrs. Barney related a beautiful inci- 
dent of her efforts to do something for a des- 
perste and abandoned man who had defied and 
resisted all efforts to bring his heart to repant- 
ance, There is hope for any man, and the 
most abandcned wretch is worthy our best 
effoits, e 

Warden Brush, of Sing Sing, said he had 
fouxd great help from chaplains, and knew 
that there was much work in a prison which 
no one but a chaplain can do. 

Rey. J. L. Milligan, chaplain of the Alle- 
gheny prison, said he represented the profes- 
eion and would rather hear the wardens speak 
than to speak himself. He believed in the 
power of reformation, even over the worst 
ar d mest desperate criminal. The powey of 
an earnest woman in this work is great and 
the efforts of womenin this direction have 
borne aburdsant fruits. 

Rey, F’. H. Wines, of Chicago. spoke of the 
relations of the Catholic church to Catholic 
piisoners. The necessity for Catholic 
eervice for Catholic prisoners is admitted 
almost everywhero in the world. In this de- 
cidcdly Protestant country there is some dan- 
ger of being unjust to those with whose reli- 
gious faith we do not agree. In Catholic 
countries of Europe he had been improssed 
with a liberality on this question which was 
in contrast with views often enfcrced in this 
Jand of boasted roligious freedom. The Cath- 
olic chaplain should be placed exactly on the 
same footing with Catholic prisoners as the 
Protestant cheplain has with Protestant pris- 
oneré. 

Mr. Wines asked Mr. Moylan, the inspector 
of penitentisries from Canada, to give to the 
congress his experience, especially prison 
chaplains, ina country so largely Catholic. 
That gentleman stated that the 
most beneficial cffects resulted from 
the winistrations of the chaplains in the 
penal institutions of the dominion, and that 
the government was alive to the necessity of 
providing for the spiritual wants of the con- 
victs of every denomination, and, hence, in 
exch penitentiary there is a Catholic as well as 
a Protestant chaplain appointed and paid by 
the state. This, he said, was done from the 
time Kingston penitentiary was opened. In 
England, up to a comparatively recent period, 
and in Jreland, too, there were no Catholic 
chaplains appointed to the penal prisons or 
commen jai An agilation was commenced 
by libersl-mind«d Pro‘estsutes all over Great 
Britain and Ireland, and in public meetings 
and tnrovgh the presse, a system as tyraanical 
as it was, opposed to the sp.rit and progres: of 
the age, was denounced. After years of dis- 
ecutsion, in and out of parliament, bot mainly 
ater it bad been well asceitained that tha 
relgious influevecs which bad been brought 
to bear vpon Catholic prisoners had no effect in 
reforming them. Catho'ic chaplains were ap 
pointed end paidin the same miuner as toe 
Protestent chaplains. The beneficial effsct of 
thie poliey, Mr. Movian continued, bas bsen 
feltin England enlio Canada. It mty bs ac- 
cepted aga trueiem that» Koman Catholic, so

Secretary Round introduced Hamilton W. 
Mabie, editor of the Christian Uaion, of New

— thoughts aud strong expressions were 

GEC: 

lt is fefeto say thatthe general principle that 
we must look crime inthe face and learnall we 
can ebou it is now questioned by few; the briefest 
Statement of it commands instant assent But the 
# pplication of the principle is quite another mat- 
ter; some of us, who are ready iosadmit that the 
facis cught to be known, shrink from seeing them 
fpread outin the newspapers, Bo long as the 
criminal], with his vile associations and rep isive 
hebits, was at. a distance, we weré anxious to 
kiow him, but when he stands in our path weare 
ready to pars Over and take the other side of the 
toad. Inmy judgment, the newspaper renders 
society no greater service than the tracking of 
crime to its haunts ana the rothiess exposure ot its 
extent, iis methods. and its repulsiveness. The 
manrer in which this painful service is performed 
by the press is often repellent and corrapting; put 
“tbe service itself is necessary and invaluable. 

« There is, of course, an immoral way of portray- 
ing vice; but to portray vice and to chain it to its 
doom is not only moral, but the highest service to 
morality. Virtue pever grows out of the soil of ig. 
norance; it is oné of the fruits of the tree of knowil- 
edge. Icnocence is indeed the child of ignorance, 
but society never has and never ought to be inno- 
cent. Jislife depends on khowledge, for know!- 
oene alone can make and kéep it virtuous. And 
itis this elementof knowlecge which the pres 
tuppiies. Itseyes are everywhere, and where its 
eyes are, there are its pens also. Nothing escapes 
28 scrulipy; andits service as a collector of this 

ind of information is not theless valuable be- 
cause the motives which impel the search are not 
alwa)s the highest. 

ln the newspapers, the under-world, with all its 
ne culfarities of habit, character, meaus of activity, 
in: tcumeutalsties of offense and defense, has becn 
ade to light, and made familiar to the upper 
world of decency and rectitude. It is an Inferno 
so vast, andof such complex and far-spreadin 
structure, that no single Dante, however bold an 
nobly er Cowed; could ever have searched it aod 
held bis revealing torch over its abysses. It can 
be lightea only by a multitude of searchers, pene- 
trating its remote recesses and travers'ng its de- 
viousand obscure paths This band of intrepid 
explorers. note- in hand, isat the command 

the newspapers, and so large a place do the re- 

this subterranean exploration fill in the 
records of each day’s doings that a perceptible 
she Cow fails from them across the frui‘ful fisids 
of the sunlighted world of industry ad virtue. 

In this search the press has more than once 
tyockid lew breakers who had evaded official 
search, and b tthem to justice. Inthe very 
na‘ ure Of things, detective work often comes to its 
hard, ard isoone with efficiency and po ae 
Tis accounts ofcrime travel with the velocity of 
lightning and often lock the gates of escape 
mm st the iugitive before he has begun to dream 
of detection, 

No treatment of crime by the press is wholesome 
or Jegitir ate Which appeals to the barer instincts 
and passions of Men, and which, therefore, famil- 
iarizes them with ite methods and instrumentali- 
ties without exciting and confirming thcir natural 
abhorrence of the motiveswhich inspire and th: 
actiong which embody it. The man who secks to 
krow the cvilin hisown nature, or the vice in 
eociety, in order to restrain and subdue, can gain 
only shength and witdom from his endeavor; the 
man who seeks this knowledge because it fies 
some low curiosity inevitably extends and 
deepens the corruption. The press Gah never ig- 
rore crime; but the timets coming when it will 
@:al with the subject, mo: as furnishing material 
fer the worst forms of sene@tionalism, ful asan 
imroviant phase cf human nature and human 
life, tobe brought into clear light for Goreng), 
intelligent, and right minded scrutiny. Iis de- 
piotable that so many newspapers fullow. instead 
of leading, ey opinion, aud so miss that lead- 
ership which is the noblest part of journalism ; 
bot those who hold the newspapers to ideals of ac- 
tion to which they do not conform their own bust- 
ners enterprises, cannot escape tnelr own respon: 
sibility for this state of things, The newspapers 
whicb offend against decency aud morality de- 
serve the heaviest cordemmnation of society; but 
so also Go those who buy and read, Taey are pari- 
ners in guilt and offensiveness.

PRISON PUNISHMENTS 
was the special subject for the next hour.

was opened by Hon, William D. oar. 1 


superintendent ot the Cleveland house of cor- 
rection. He said that it was admitted by 
almost every body that there must be punish- 
ments for prisoners. Hisideas as to the best 
kinds of punishment had been greatly 
changed 48 he advanced in yerrs and 
gained in experience. There are various 
punishments which subserve good purposes for 
ciscipline, but whichare not cruel or uvjastly 
severe. At the Cleveland house of correction 
there are various methods of punishments, 
none of them too severe, but sufficient to 
bripg around the most refractory prisoner. 
Sometimes the very best method of correcting 
a prisoner and making htm more tractable is a 
little kind ness. 

Telegrams were read from the mayor of 
Montgomery and from the warden of the Ten- 
nessee penitentiary at Nashville, conveying 
invitations to the association to visit those 
cities. 

Captain Nicholson, of the district house of 

correction, said he placed great faith in pro- 
gr«gsiveness and patience, but there are times 
when both fail, and there must be a atrict ap- 
plication of a sterner influence. He believed 
that the warden should be boss and should 
eycr maintain his authority. Avoid punish - 
mentif you can, but apply it without hesita- 
tion if you must. Sometimes the lash is in- 
disyensable, though it may seem barborous to 
sentimental people outside. There is nota 
prison in this country, which has the right sort 
of discipline which does not use the strap or 
secmething equally severe. The strap should 
not be used promiscuously bat it is indispen- 
ble, : 
Mr. Wilden, of Rhode Island, described the 
methods of punishment in his stato, both for 
male and female prisoners, which are mildor 
than thoee in use in most prisons, The con-

Few men in the country 
bave had such experience as Mr. McGarrigle 
in police n atters, and few men could have pre- 
8m ed the subject insuch.a practical manner 
ashecid ast night. He said the ordinary 
conception of a policeman was that he was a 
man employed merely to preserve the peace, 
to arrest clienders against the laws, to secure 
to citizens the right to peacefully pursue their 
bu-iness and to exjoy qaiet nights. There is 
¢vé: ble to.the policeman a much higher and 
nore far reaching sphere of duty. 
He may become a most valua- 
ble aia in the improvement of 
society and in the reclamation of the cri ninal. 
Ingtex ces showing how good the influence of 
the policeman may become wére given. On 
the other hand, it is possible fora policeman 
to do great harm, both to individuels and to 
society. The general character of the men 
employed in most of the cities as policemen is 
geed, and they, as a rule, faithfully and cour- 
ageously do their duty. Mr. McGarrigle dis- 
approved the “give away” system. I¢ lead to 
the perversion of the true prerogative of the 
policeman, and often caused the ensnaring of 
men intocriminal schemes which they would 
never have undertaken but for the sedustion 
fiemthisinfluerce. Some striking illustrs- 
tier g Of this were given. 

Dhespeaker approved the indeterminate 
sestence. He pointed outsome of the glaring 
dampers in the Jegal treatment of minors, and 
favored a separate court for the trial of youth- 
ful offerders. The paper was fall of valuable 
facts and suggestions, and is considered one of 
the best contributions to the discussions of the 
congress. 

At the conclusion of the paper Major Mc. 
Claugbry, warcen of the Illinois state prison. 
said that Mr. McGarrigle had done a great 
deal to reform the administration of police 
affairs in Chicago. He gave several instances 
of his kind ano judicious conduct as a police 
official.

MURDERING THE FAMILY 


THE TERRIBLE CRIME OF A KAN- 
SAS FATHER. 


A Drunken Father, Boused From Sleep by His Wife, 
Takes His Revolver and Shoots Ger Dead-He 
Goes Gunning for the Rest of the 
Family and is Finally Lyuched. 


LARNED, Kav., November 10.—Near Marine,

More Testimony asto the Great Robbery of 
the Express Company.

Patton, 
when questioned, stated that he only drove t> 
the end cf Thornton avenue, and it being cold, 
he turned back, but this cannot be true, as he 
got the buggy about half past six, and it was 
not returned until mine, and then by another 
young man by name of Hallman, 
who is Patton’s chum and co 
laborer at the gin. Shortly after Patton’s 
arrest Hallman left the gir, saying he was 
going over tosechis mother, which is cou- 
trary te his custom. This was about noon, 
and Hallman has not been heard of until 
today, when he, too, was arrested, as well as 
Lizzie Holcomb. 

The woman has been dead some four or five 
days. asthe bodyisina state of decomposi- 
ticn.

Democratic Apathy. 

It appears to be next to impossible to un- 
derstand the true inwardness of western 
politics, especially after this true inwardness 
has been explained by some public man toa 
professional interviewer. The professional 
interviewer appears to spread these things 
. put very thin, and tomix them up with his 
own views and opinions until they become 
very muddy. 

We observe, for instance, that ex—Senator 
Joe McDonald, of Indiana, has recent'y been 
explaining the result in Indiana to an inter- 
viewer. Mr. McDonald, according to this 
authority, says that there was considerable 
disaffection among the Indiana democrats 
on accovnt of appointments, and he adds 
that they are dissatisfied with the adminis- 
. tration, ‘‘not because it enforced the civil 
service law, which the administration is 
bound to do, but because it likes to enforce 
it, and because it enforces it with an appe- 
tite which is too great forthe digestion of 
Indigna.’’ 

There is some confusion in this latter 
clause, and the whole statement leads to 
confusion. If the democrats of Indiana are 
dissatisfied with the civi! service law, which 
is indeed aterrific humbug, doesit help 
their cause to turn their state over to the re- 
publicane, as they have just succeeded in 
doing? Mr. Cleveland has made some mis- 
takes, anid he has made some bad selections, 
but must democrats therefore seize their 
party and tear itin two? Does disaffection 
and apathy constitute a rebuke to Mr. Cleve- 
Jand?’ These are matters that should press 
themselves on the attention of such demo- 
crats as Mr. McDonald. 

The difference between the democratic 
administration and its republican predeces- 
sors, so far as civil service reform is concera- 
ed, is that the Jaw is now honestly enforced, 
whereas it has heretofore been a dead letter.

The condemned anarchists in Chicago are 
indulging delusive hopes.

It is to be hoped that no mandlin senti- 
mentalism nor mistaken considerations of 
public policy will be allowed to shield the 
anarchists. The prisoners have been fairly 
tried by a jury of their peers. They have 
been convicted and sentenced. Their coun- 
sel will, to the very last, continue to watch 
over their interests. 

‘The prisoners are freely accorded every 
right and privilege to which they are en- 
titled under the law. To demand avything 
more would be turning criminal justice into 
aifarce.

PLAIN FACTS 


And Logical Deductions Therefrom, for the 
Benefit of the Northwestern Life In- 
surance Company, end in Which 
the Public Have Weighty 
Interests. 


It is a fact that the Northwestern delayed 
the payment of the Harwood claims for sev- 
enteen months after proofs of death of te a3 
tured, notwithstanding the fact that accordiug 
to the Atlanta attorney for the company, ‘the 
company did not depy that the moncoy was 
due under the policies,” and that it “never 
contested the policics.” 

2. It io a fact that thiedelay was caused or 
induced by the advice of one BK. Miller, a 
legal member of the board of directors of the 
Northwestern, who, inflaenced bya notice 
from an alleged creditor of Mr, Harwood that 
he was neither legaily nor morally bound to 
regard, according to the same attorney, coua- 
selled Mrs. Harwood to effecta compromise 
with the company. Why a compromise if tho 
money was legally and morally dueto Mrs. 
Harwood? Why such counse’5-f the Northwis 
tern was acting in good faith to the lega! heirs 
of its assured? 

3. It is a fact that the Equitable received a 
notice from the alleged creditors of Mr, Har- 


western; but, dominated by the spirit that its 
name implies, and realizing that its first and 
last obligatior,both legally and morailly,was to 
the widow and orphans for whom the insur- 
ance had been carried, it treated the notice, as 
Judge McCay afterwards officially pronounced 
it, as “absurd,” and paid the claim promptly 
and without resorting ecvon to worse 
than quibbles and technicalities. 
If Mr, Harwood’s policy had been 
on behalf of creditors, then the Equitable would 
have used the same diligence and exercised 
the same honesty in protecting those creditors; 
but, as it was on behalf of his wifeand chil- 
Gren, so was it scrupulously faithfal ia pro- 
tecting them. We appeal to the public judg- 
ment whether or not this isthe honest and 
honorable position fora life insurance company 
totake? Andin the unassailable evidence 
that she bas always given that this is the posi- 
ticn which she does take, does not the Eyuit- 
able justly demand the confidenceof all right- 
thinking men ? 

4 Itisa fact that tke Equitable, seeing the 
efiorts of the Northwestern and some other 
companies to defrand the heirs of Colonel 
Dwight of their legaland jast daes in 1878,0n 
the ground of mere technicalities, and sensi- 
ble of the disgrace that such efforts were 
bripging upon life insurance in general, did 
from that date, and does now issue a policy 
that after a limited time is incontestible on 
any possible ground. The North western follow- 
ed tte good example of the Equitable in some 
otter life insurance improvements, It was 
gre — tothe annoyance and mental pain of 
Mrs. Harwocd, and but for the honesty and 
promptness of the Equitable it might have 
been greatly to her financial embarrassment 
ser “ did not follow her good example also 

n this. 

6. With regard to the case of McLean vs, 
Equitable Life Insurance company, that Mr. 
W. Woods White adduces with such a flourish 
of trumpets, we have not the data on which 
either to admit or deny the statements. Sure- 
ly, however, after all the misstatements of the 
gectlcman in the Harwood and Dwight cases, 
bis unsupported allegations in this will be re- 
ceived by the public very cautiously and ques. 
tionirgly. But suppose that the case was as 
he has reprisented. Does not Mr 
W. Woods White know that 
previous to 1878 the Equitable did not issue an 
incontestible policy—that her policies until 
that date suffered under the same [infirmities 
as regards this feature that the Northwestern 
still suffers under? But the aforesaid case oc- 
curred, even according to Mr, White’s own 
statement, over a policy that had been issued 
in 1865, that is, thirteen years before the 
Equitable gave its assured the safeguards of 
an absolutely incontestible policy. And we 
bave this challenge to make to Mr. W. Woods 
White, and we ask the public to note whether 
or not he will accept it,—this, that since 1878, 
thatis, since the time whea she pledged 
the incontestibility of her policies, the 
Equitable has not contested a single claim on 
a policy that was in force three years. It is 
the spirit cf the Equitable to give to her as- 
sured notonly absolute security and guarantee, 
but also confidence and comfort. She gives 
those on whose behalf the insurance is effected 
the unambiguous pledge that upon no ground 
whatever after two years can the claim be 
thrown into litigation, and that “the amount 
assured shall become due immediately (and 
not sixty days) after notice and the proper 
procfs of the death.’”’ This does not the North- 
western. 

7. Mr. W. Woods White's attempt to avoid 
the issue about the amount of the Northwest- 
ern’s contested claims is notas successful as it 
ig evasive, Let him answer categorically this 
simple auestion: Had orhad not the North- 
werterp, on the 3ist day of December, 1835, on 
its books “Death losses and other policy claims 
resisted’”’ to the amount of fifty-nine thousand 
dollars? Ab, but Mr. W. Woods White says 
that these “were the accumulations of many 
years.” Worse, verily, because it shows that 
the Northwestern must be very slow in 
adjusting its claims, and that for 
many yearsit hasbeen pursuing the same 
unenvisbie and devious course that it pursued 
recently in the Harwood and Dwight cases. 

In conclusion, a word to the public: 
You are more deeply interested in this discus. 
sion than in that ofa mere contest between 
the representatives of two life insurance com: 
panies; nor should you regard itin the light 
of a mere squabble. Life insurance 
is a matter on which hang interests 
dearer to you than even the money involved. 
The freedom from annoyance and mental 
paip, as wellas the security of wives and 
children when their natural protectors are 
#one, are here at stake, Audare we saying 
too uch whev we urge it as the sacred duty 


lives to select that company that according to 
itsown unambiguous and definite contract 
pledges itself to secure these ends? Surely 
this proposition is fair: and we make it in the 
most confident assuraace of the superiority of
